ANSWERS  TO  the  questions 
of  who  must  file  a return,  which 
form  to  use.  personal  exemptions 
and  dependents,  standard  deduc- ! 
tion  and  joint  returns  will  be 
discussed  during  the  first  ses- 1 
sion. 

During  the  second  session,  the 
subjects  for  discussion  will  con- 
cern what  income  is  taxable, 
what  income  is  not  taxable,  ex- 
clusions and  deductions  from 
gross  income.

Diverse 
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Diplomats  Fear  Threats  of  Pulling  Out 
May  Compel  UN  to  Withdraw  Forces 


UNITED  NATIONS,  N.  Y..  Jan  25  (UPI) 
Diplomat*  feared  today  that  the  United  Na- 
tions may  have  to  withdraw  its  military 
force  from  the  Congo  because  of  threats  by 
members  to  pull  out  their  troops. 

Six  nations  have  indicated  intentions  of 
possible  withdrawals  that  would  reduce  the 
19,000-man  force  by  half.  Observers  said 
that  the  force  could  not  adequately  carry  out 
its  assigned  task  at  the  reduced  strength, 
and  probably  would  have  to  be  withdrawn. 

KING  MOHAMMED  V of  Morocco  an- 
nounced last  night  that  he  will  order  the 
Moroccan  unit  of  3,139  men — the  largest 
in  the  force — home  by  Jan.  31.  The  United 
Arab  Republic  on  Monday  requested  repatria- 
tion of  its  497-man  contingent  by  Feb.  1. 

Ghana,  Guinea  and  Indonesia  have  served 
notice,  without  taking  any  formal  action, 
that  they  plan  to  pull  out  their  units  total- 
ling 5,553  soldiers. 

IN  ADDITION,  Swedish  Foreign  Minister 
Osten  Unden  said  yesterday  that  the  697 
Swedish  troops  would  !>e  withdrawn  if  civil 
war  erupts  in  the  Congo,  and  might  be  order- 
ed out  if  other  countries  pull  out  their  units. 

Secretary  General  Dag  Hammarskjold 
was  rei»orted  to  have  appealed  to  member 
governments  for  reinforcements  but  was  re- 
ceiving little  encouragement.  India  was  said 
to  have  rejected  his  request  for  a battalion. 

THE  THREATENED  troops  crisis  came 
in  the  midst  of  mounting  political  activity 


regarding  the  Congo.  Congolese  President 
Joseph  Kasavubu  last  night  requested  a Se- 
curity Council  meeting  to  consider  alleged 
intervention  by  the  U.A.R.  in  the  Congo'* 
internal  affairs.  He  sent  the  request  to 
U.A.R.  Ambassador  Omar  Loutfi,  Council 
President  for  January. 

Kasavubu  did  not  detail  his  complaint, 
but  there  have  been  reports  that  the  U.A.R. 
has  shipped  arms  overland  to  forces  loyal  to 
deposed  Leftist  Premier  Patrice  Lumumba 
in  Eastern  Congo.  The  Sudan,  through  which 
such  overland  shipments  would  have  to  go, 
denied  that  it  had  permitted  any  arms  tran- 
sit to  the  Congo  in  its  territory. 

I.OUTFI  ALREADY  had  a request  from 
Mali  for  a council  meeting  to  consider  the 
plight  of  Lumumba,  who  has  been  imprisoned 
by  the  Kasavubu  government  and  reportedly 
beaten  by  his  guards. 

Mali,  Morocco,  the  U.A.R.,  Ghana,  Guinea 
and  Indonesia  all  support  Lumumba. 

NO  ACTION  H AS  been  taken  yet  on  eith- 
er of  the  requests  for  a council  meeting,  and 
it  was  likely  that  any  action  would  be  with- 
held until  after  a round-table  conference  of 
Congolese  political  factions  gets  underway. 
The  conference  was  scheduled  to  Ijegin  to- 
day. 

Diplomats  said  that  several  governments 
which  contribute  troops  to  the  U.N.  force 
were  believed  awaiting  the  outcome  of  the 
Congo  conference  before  deciding  whether 
to  suggest  disbandment  of  the  force.

closely  by  the  works  of  Mark 
Twain,  Ernest  Hemingway  and 
Homer.  Adolf  Hitlers  ’Mein 
Kampf”  was  chosen  eight  times 
the  same  number  of  people, 
the  sam  enumber  of  people. 

Although  participants  were 
asked  not  to  include  scriptural 
works  in  their  selections,  the 
Bible  was  still  chosen  eight 
times,  while  the  Book  of  Mor- 
mon and  the  other  standard 
works  of  the  Church  did  not  re- 
ceive any  votes. 

TIIE  SURVEY  showed  that 
faculty  members  selected  from 
generally  accepted  literary 
classics,  while  students  based 
their  choice  in  great  part  from 
modern  works. 

Faculty  members  were  better 
able  to  back  each  of  their  choi- 
ces with  an  explanation  as  to 
why  they  considered  these  to  be 
great.  Many  of  the  students  had 
difficulty  in  remembering  what 
the  works  they  selected  w'ere 
about.  Several  students  could 
not  recall  ten  books  which  they 
had  read. 

MANY  OF  THE  teachers  who 
participated  in  the  survey  felt 
that  it  is  impossible  to  make  a 
survey  of  this  type  and  still  em- 
erge with  a true  picture  of  the 
favorite  literary  pieces  on  cam- 
pus. This  is  because  of  the  wide 
variety  of  works  chosen  and  be- 
! cause  of  the  many  works  which 
j have  not  been  read  by  the  per- 
'sons  interviewed.

One  English  professor  said 
that  it  is  ridiculous  to  assume 
which  set  of  books  is  good  for 
everyone.  For  instance,  what 
people  of  the  United  States  like 
at  the  moment  may  not  be  what 
people  of  another  country  need 
or  want. 

ONE  WORK  may  be  Quite  ap- 
pealing during  time  of  war  and 
not  at  another  time.  During/ 
World  W’ar  II,  there  was  a 
marked  increase  in  the  reading 
‘ of  Milton’s  "Paradise  Lost”  be- 
1 cause  the  war  in  heaven  was 
then  meaningful  to  people  in- 
volved in  war. 

Another  thing  to  remember  Is 
that  the  classics  are  made  by 
the  readers  and  not  by  the  teach- ; 
ers  or  instructors,  said  another  j 
professor. 

IT  IS  IMPOSSIBLE  for  one 
person  to  make  a list  of  the  all- , 
time  classics  because  the  person ; 
has  not  read  everything  avail- 1 
able  in  all  languages.  It  is  im- 
possible, said  an  English  teach- 
er,  because  this  listing  is  a per- 
sonal thing.  No  human  being i 
has  the  capacity  to  presume 
that  he  knows  what  is  great  and 
i for.  whom  it  is  great. 

However,  some  of  the  works 
the  professors  felt  should  be1 
listed  among  the  greatest  of  all 
time  are:  Homer's  "The  Odys- 
sey” and  “The  Illlad”  Dantes 
"The  Divine  Comedy,’  the  works 
of  Shakespeare.  Milton’s  ‘ Para- 
dise Lost,”  Tolstoi's  "War  and 
I Peace." 

ALSO  suggested  were  the 
j works  of  the  Gree  k writers  of 
tragedy,  such  as  Sophocles  and 
| Aeschylus,  the  works  of  Som- 
erset Maugham,  those  of  Wil- 
liam James.
